JUDGMENT OF MASTER OF THE 


ROLLS. 


The Master of the Rolls gave judgment in 
the case of Scott v. Scott, an action brought 
for the administration of the personal estate 
of the late Thomas Scott, who died intestate 
on the 16th December, 1910. He had carried 
on two businesses, one of furniture dealer, 
etc., at 26 Upper Liffey street, Dublin, as 
Thomas Scott and Co., and the other of grocer, 
etc., at Seapoint, Co. Dublin, as Scott and 
Co. The plaintiffs were three of his children, 
minors, and the defendants were Mrs. Ellen 
Scott, his widow; James B. Scott, his eldest 
child, and oo Provincial Bank of Ireland, 
who was made sis rty on account, of certain 
stocks and shares held by the bank as equit- 
able mortgagees, and claimed by the plaintiffs 
as personal estate of the deceased. 

Mrs. E. Scott obtained a grant of adminis- 
tration to his estate on the 8th May, 1911, 
and carried on both businesses and supported 
her family out of them. After a time she 
made her son, J. B. Scott, manager of the 
Liffey street business, retaining the manage- 
ment of the Seapoint business in her own 
hands. She was in the habit of signing blank 
cheques in the name of Scott and Co. to be 
filled up by J. B. Scott for payment of the 
necessary outgoings. In the course of some 
time there was a change in the banking ar- 
rangements, and afterwards J. B, Scott was 
relieved of the managership of the Liffey 
street business. 

The Master of the Rolls, in a considered 
judgment, having stated the facts, said that 
there must be, in in the first place, an order 
for administration, with the usual inquiries. 
There must be an inquiry into the trade deal- 
ings of the defendant, Ellen Scott, with the 
assets of the decease 
There would be no account against her wndies 
the heading of wilful default. Wilful default 
had not n charged. She had been 
char with breach of trust in trading, 
but the trading had ben adopted. 
There must also be a declaration that the de- 
fendant, J. ” Scott. was bound to account 
for all the moneys belonging to the business 
of Thomas Scott and Co., which he invested 
in the purchase of stocks and shares in his own 
name, and there must be an account taken of 
such moneys and of the loss occasioned by 
such pmurc , and a declaration that his 
share, ag one of the next-of-kin, was hound to 
indemnify the estate against all such losses.

AN ENNISCORTHY FRUIT GARDEN 


In the Court of the Irish Land Commission, 
Mr. Justice Wylie gave judgment in the 
matter of T. Jessop Davies, landlord, and 
Thomas McCarthy, tenant. 

The matter came before the Judge on an 
objection by the tenant to the exclusion by 
the landlord of a hoiding of two and a half 
acres from the particulars of the landlord's 
estate furnished to the Land Commission. 
The holding consisted of a walled-in fruit 
ae at Fairfield House, Fairfield, near 


nniscorthy, and it was stated that it had 
been let to the tenant and to his predecessors 
in title for three generations. _Otiginally 
there was a tool-house in the garden, which 
the tenant converted into a dwelling- house. 

ere were six or seven hundred fruit trees 
in the plot, and fruit and vegetables were 
grown there all the time. The tenant sub- 
mitted that the holding was within the Land 
Act of 1923, and should be included in the 

articulars. The landlord contended that the 

holding was. not mainly agricultural or 
pastoral, but was, in fact, a garden, and was, 
therefore, excluded from the Act. 

Mr. Justice Wylie said that the case was 
one of great difficulty, but, having regard to 
the user and the history of the plot, he had 
come to the conclusion that it was not within 
the Act. He, therefore, disallowed the 
tenant’s objection, with five guineas costs. 

Mr. Hector Hughes (instructed by Messrs. 
Huggard and Brennan) appeared for the land- 
lord; and Mr. John O'Byrne (instructed by 
Mr. Thomas Dunbar) for the tenant.

Britain then imported an average of close on 
two million long hundreds of eggs from coul- 
tries other than Ireland. Denmark, with less 
than half a million great hundreds, was our 
principal individual competitor. Egypt came 
next with about one-third the supply of Den- 
mark; Holland ran Egypt pretty close, and 
Italy was close behind, Other countries not 
separately listed sent more than half the 
ictal. By the end cf the war we were supply- 
ing eggs at the average rate of 83 million 
hundreds, and for a few years this rate of 
supply was maintained, but by the middle 
of 1922 it showed a marked decrease. 

Since the end of the war none of the coun- 
tries from which Britain imported eggs appear 
to have recovered their trade, with the ex- 
ception. of Denmark, which has actually im- 
proved upon pre-war egg production. Having 
practically captured the British market by 
the end of the war, we should have en- 
deavoured to retain it permanently. As a 
matter of fact, we have not yet been ousted, 
nor is there any likelihood of being, so long 
as Irish producers go on supplying British 
customers with what they require in the way 
they want it. 


More Enterprise Needed. 


With a little more enterprise and a greater 
anxiety to satisfy customers, Ireland should 
be easily able to sell twice the quantity of 
eggs that she supplies at present. On a gé d 
conservative basis, that would mean an ad- 
ditional income of six million sterling per 
annum, divided amongst producers, dealers, 
exporters, and others. A great deal would be 
said and written about the benefits to the 
country from a new industry (or any other in- 
dustry) returning an income of six millions to 
the country. Some people would advocate pro- 
tection for it. Here is one branch of what is 
vegarded as a secondary industry offering op- 
portunity for expansion, which requires only a 
little organisation, a little enterprise, and a 
small amount of propaganda te double its 
value. Take the poultry branch.- Before the 
war we exported, on the average 15,400 tons 
oí poultry per annum. During the war prices 
soared up, but somehow production did not 
co up in the same ratio. Two years ago the 
export trade in poultry had dropped 2,000 
tons, and, though the current figures are not 
available, there is reason to believe that ex- 
ports are not now up to pre-war average. 

Strangely enough, the pre-war supply of 
poultry was almost exactly half the entire 
quantity imported imto Britain. By the 
middle of 1922 supplies from other countries 
had cone down to less than half, but the Irish 
supply did not increase accordingly. Again, 
on a conservative basis, the poultry exports 
at present should be bringing this country 
something over 14 millions a year. By a little 
effort, and with attention to the requirements 
of customers, it could be easily doubled in 
value. Few new industries will promise to 
increase the national income by 1: millions 
sterling per annum

BUTTER SALE PROSECUTION. 


-- 


An unusual case unaer the Sale of Food 
and Drugs Acts was recently heard at Fermoy, 
in which Michael Ahearn was prosecuted by 
the Cork County Council for refusing to “sell 
to an officer of the Department of Agriculture 
a sample of butter for analysis. The de- 
fendant was selling butter at Fermoy market 
when the inspector endeavoured to purchase 
& sample. He was convicted and fined £5 
with 20s. costs. 

Inspectors of local authorities under the 
Sale of Food and Drugs Acts, and officers ‘of 
the Department of Agriculture authorised for 
that purpose, are legally entitled to purchase, 
' for analysis, samples of any butter exposed 
for sale, and refusal to sell a sample may 
possibly involve graver cOnsequences than 
proceedings taken in which a sample is found 
to be adulterated. 


THE BATH AND WEST SHOW.

The annual Show of the Bath and West 
Agricultural Society opened 
Taunton, and will co~tinue until Saturday. 
The exhibition, which is the 147th held by the 
Society, marked a distinct advance over that 
of Swansea last vear, the cattle especially 
being more numerous and showing distinct 
signs of improved quality. In view of the 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease in different 
parts of the country, stringent precautions 
were taken to protect the entries, and some 
breeders abstained from showing.

Utah, was Mr. T. R. Cutler, President of the 
Rocky Mountain Beet Sugar Trust, which con- 
trolled the sugar factories of practically all 
the Mountain States of the U.S.A. There was 
a good deal of talk in 1906-8 of the import- 
ance of beet as an aid to agriculture, and in 
the summer of 1907 I had a conversation with 
him as to the ibility of its being a paying 
crop in Ireland. He said to me when | com- 
menced to describe the climate. and soil of 
Ireland, ‘I will ask you one aosa to 
begin with, before thinking of considering any 
details, and the question is—What is the 
average rainfall of Ireland?’ When I told 
him that in the driest parts of Ireland the 
average rainfal] varied between 30 and 34 
inches per annum, he replied :—‘ There is no 
use considering the matter further.’ As an 
economic proposition the production of sugar 
beet for sugar in such a rainfall is hopeless. 


Effect of Heavy Rainfall. 


| “I personally would not put a farthing into 


beet sugar production where the rainfall ex- 
ceeded 19 to 21 inches, and I should be very 
sceptical of embarking capital in beet sugar 
production except where irrigation was neces- 
sary for its growth. Under irrigation you can 
begin to sow at a stated period, you can 
supply whatever water is necessary for its 
growth and shut it off again when the soil is 
sufficiently moist, and you can shut the water 
off when the beet is matured in the autumn, 
and leave the soil quite dry for lifting the 
beet at a stated period without any undue 
proportion of soil clinging to it. Moreover, 
in the localities where irrigation is necessary 
for the crop’s growth, you have a very hot 
sun all rated the summer, and sunlight 
and heat are in the highest degree conducive 
to the sugar contents of the beet. None of 
these conditions are to be found in Ireland; 
the climate is very uncertain, and in the 
majority of years the temperature is too low. 
The railway freights in Ireland are far too 
high to allow of economic shipping of the beet 
to the factory, even if it could be grown, 
and as beet factories consume a quantity of 
coal the coal prices in Ireland are also too 
high for any low cost of production of sugar 
from beet. Considerable quantities of lime 
are used in beet refining, and though we 
have in Kildare and Queen’s County large 
quantities of limestone, the question is: Is it 
of a suitable quality for beet sugar refining? 
A great deal of Utah close by the factories 
was all underlaid with limestone, but 
it was considered to be too high in silica for 
the most economic use, and lime was brought 
in from a quarry 70 or 80 miles away by 
rai] because of its low silica analysis. 


Climatic Conditions Unsaitable. 


“hroughott Utah, Colorado and Idaho 
(three of the main sugar beet States in the 
Rocky Mountains) no rain to speak of falls 
between May and October. The average rain- 
fall does not exceed 15 inches, and in many 
cases is only 12 inches, and this is mainly made 
up of what falls in the form of snow during 
the winter. The sun temperature for the 
summer months ranges from 64 deg. to 96 deg. 
in the shade. One of the paying. field crops 
was tomatoes, which gave a return in the 
vpen of 5 to 6 tons per statute acre, and an- 
other crop, grown considerably in the open 
field, was melons. We cannot grow crops of 
|} melons and tomatoes in the field. in Ireland; 
the climate is utterly and absolutely different. 
To say that because beets for beet sugar can 
be grown successfully in Belgium, Holland, 
Northern France, and Germany, is no reason 
why they cav be grown in Ireland. Ail these 
countries have a very much hotter and drier 
summer; and in Eastern England, where the 
experimental crop of beet is not yet a proved 
success, the rainfall does not, I beheve; ex- 
ceed 22 ins. per annum, and the climate is 
much hotter than in Ireland. 


Crop Yields. 


“The average weight of crop in the Moun- 
tain States was about 14 tons per statute acre, 
and the sugar percentage 15} to 17 per cent. 
The soil was very deep and rich alluvial on 
the river flats and the re-claimed shores of 
old lakes. 

“The beet enemies were fully as manv 
as those of the mangold, crown rot, the larva 
of the mangold sawfly, and others, and during 
the fifteen years that I was in Utah, from 
the beginning of the beet industry onwards, 
I heard of many cases of a total loss of the 
beet crop. In fact, farmers told me that if 
they had two good years out of five they con- 
sidered that it was as much as they could 
look for. 


Financial Resalte.

in February and March, over chosen sections 
of whéat crop. Care was taken to operate 
early before noon on dry days, so as to miti- 
gate the diluting effects of the succeeding 
night’s dew. 

he local farmers were struck by the radical 
manner in which the Touraine butter-cup, one 
of the most luxuriant of local weeds. was de- 
stroyed. The surplus straw and grain, 
gained by the effects of the snrinkling, at- 
tained 11 and 46 per cent., respectively, of 
the crops obtained on the non-treated portions 
of the lands. 

The value of this over and above percent- 
age, on the basis of a hectare (24 acres), is 
calculated by M, Schribaux at 417 francs 
(counting the straw at 12 francs and the grain 
at 90 francs the quintal or hundredweight). 
Deducting the expenses of the sprinkling (95 
francs), there remains a net profit of 322 
francs per hectare. 

“These figures,” said M. Schribaux, 
“which result from careful practical experi- 
ments, are more enlightening than tle most 
eloquent comments that could be addressed to 
the numerous farmers who still ignore the 
existence, or who have not yet applied, this 
process of weed-killing. The destruction of 
weeds is at present the first improvement to 
realise in our meadows and oe sc

Speaking at Monday's 
Dublin Kotary Club, 
Gatiens, Rathfarnham, said :— 

For the successful marketing of garden pro- 
duce it will be absolutely necessary to have 
a market near at hand. if your produce is a 
long time on the way before reaching its 
destination it will lose its freshness, and so 
its marketable value will be greatly reduced. 


Crops to Grow. 


The nature of the crops to be grown will 
entirely depend upon circumstances. For ex 
ample, the market grower who has many 
acres under cultivation will grow large quan- 
tities of field crops such as potatoes, white 
turnips, cabbage, savoy, broccoli, and so on. 
He will plough his land and gather his crops 
by the cart load. 

On the other hand, tBe small grower wl! 
till his land by hand and grow crops of a 
different nature from those grown by — His 
neighbour of many acres. He will have to 
concentrate and grow produce of a choicer 
nature. Suitable and profitable crops for the 
small grower of to-day. are—Seakale, aspara- 
gus, ‘strawberries, raspberries, loganberries, 
small fruit such as currants and gooseberries ; 
also cut flowers will be found profitable. 
The growing of all garden produce should 
be done systematically. Where vegetables 
are concerned, the rotation of crops should be 
strictly observed. 

Rotation of crops means the order in which 
crops should follow each other. No two 
crops of the same nature or belonging to 
the same family should be grown on the 
same piece of land two years in succession, 
but a crop of a totally different nature should 
always follow. 

For example, cabbage should never be fol- 
lowed by cabbage or any of its tribe, such 
as cauliflower, savoy, sprouts, etc. Potatoes 
should never be succeeded by potatoes; al- 
most any other crop may be grown on land 
that has been cleared of potatoes. 

By changing the crops from year to year 
a proper balance of plant food is main- 
tained in the soil. If the same crop is 
grown year after year on the same land, the 
particular food required by that crop will 
soon become exhausted. 


Good Cultivation and Good Seed. 


Straight rows should be adopted, with 
plenty of space between the rows. This will 
facilitate the operations necessary during the 
growing season. Moreover, the quality of 
the crops will be greatly improved if not 
too crowded, 
Much time and labour will be saved if only 
the best plants and seeds are used. — The 
initial outlay on seeds is comparatively small, 
and I should like to emphasise the fact that 
many failures of crops are due to bad or in- 
ferior seeds obtained from unreliable firms. 
The different varieties grown are so nume- 
rous that it would be quite impossible for me 
to deal with them now. There are, however, 
certain varieties that are more marketable 
than others. ‘ For example, in the Dublin 
market the prevailing variety of lettuce used 
is “All The Year Round,” which. is in season 
from June to September, while ‘‘Stand- 
stead Park' is the variety most grown for 
early spring marketing. ' 
Very often new growers will start with 
stews teks of growing newer and better varie- 
ties than those asually found on the market. 
Although these new varieties may be better 
than the older ones it will be a long time be- 
fore they oe Í catch on, and the game is 
hardly worth the candle. It is not advisable 
to try to force market ; it generally re- 
sults in failure.

Importance of Grading and Packing. 


When packing produce it is necessary to 
bear in mind that the careful grading ac 
cording to quality and will -effect toa 
great extent the market value of the pro 
duce. 

Apples, for _ instance, 
and neatly packed, and each box should con- 
tain apples of only one kind and as nearly 
as possible of the same size. I may mention 
in this connection that the varieties of 
apples should be sent to market in their pro 
per season. It is Bramley 
Seedling in September, or to keep Early 
Victoria till October. 

Again, the successful marketing of cut 
flowers requires considerable care and skill; 
they should be sent to market in bunches, 
neatly and securely tied and of the regula- 
tion size for each particular kind of flower. 
A few visits to any market will bear out the 
truth of these remarks. 
it frequently happens that producers are 
disappointed by the price they obtain in an 
otherwise good market, when in reality their 
disappointment is largely due to unskilled or 
careless marketing on their part.

1924-25 a reversal of the down grade ten- 
dency prove to be true prophets, it will take 
more than one good year to redress the 
balance. And what is the farmer to do 
meanwhile? Let us look at one single group 
of facts as indicative of the conditions whic 

have to be lived down before farming can be 
thought of as a successful calling. According 
to the English ‘Journal of the Ministry of 
Agriculture” there were an average per year 
of 496 bankruptcy receiving orders and deeds 
amongst farmers for the five years 1893-7— 
the worst period known since the figures were 
compiled’ in 1891. But the insolvencies ‘for 
1921-3 inclusive are on an ascending scale 
and are striking; they were 285 for the first 
of these years, 403 for 1922, and 482 last 
year. It will thus be seen that in England 
and Wales there was a cumulative increase 
following the war years. And in Ireland, 
where the years in question were themselves 
war years, without the compensations of an 
increased return for home farming, the posi- 


critical at best, and in some cases disastrous.. 
Compensation for Farmers. 


Of course there is no use in crying over 
spilt milk, The problem, however, of how 
to compensate ourselves for the loss of it re- 
mains. Pending some big move in which 
civilisation realises and begins to perform its 
duty to the land and its tillers, we must 
think in national and even in local terms. 
We suppose we cannot expect in the Irish 
Free State any administrations of general 
agricultural policy before the publication of 
the Commissioners’ Report, which surely can- 
not now be tach longer delayed. Meanwhile, 
however, a hard worked Dail is at work upon 
lecislation, which may well affect the in- 
dustry either for good or ill. 
Facilities Bill is, we assume, either drafted 
or will be drafted almost at once. Is there 
not here an opportunity to do at least a little 
to lessen these liquidations which, by de- 
pressing farmers and farming, lessen the 
potential national wealth? Agricdlture is, in 
one respect, a trade, like ary other. 

As individuals or as associates registered 
for trading purposes, farmers need—at least 
no less than other traders—such help as 
it is within the power of the State to 
offer to those whom it is desirable to save 
irom insolvency. There are, of course, cer- 
tain credit facilities available for the more 
well-to-do through the joint stock banks, but 
the Commission's interim report on credit 
pointed out the need for supplementing these. 
We presume that that report is before the 
‘rovernment, and that, by the meres there eet 
forth or others to be devised, they will meet 
these needs, ; 


oint Stock Banks and Agriculture. 


{t w no reflection on the business methods 
of the joint stock banks to point out that the 
type of business for which they are mainly 
devised is not flexible enough for many of the 
annually recurrent needs of farming—many 
farmers must think in quinquennial periods! 
Neither is it any reflection on farmers to re- 
mind them and their friends in the Dail that 
their methods are - too flexible—perhaps 
bankers would say too casual—for institutions 
run on ordinary commercial principles. Farm- 
ing credits are probably the safest of all 
credits in the long run, but for banks. work- 
ing on a plan which involves the rapid sale 
and purchase of money or money values, the 
“run” is too Jong. Banking credits are, no 
doubt, useful to farmers on- occasions, but too 
often the terms for which they are available 
without renewal are too short. Here then is 
a dilemma,. whose horns it should be the 
function of a fostering State to remove! We 
ao not, urge on the Government the adoption 
of-a policy which may not be usefully ap- 
plied in other directions also, for we are 
aware that State intervention. is seldom an 
unmixed blessing in commerce and indus’ rv. 

As, however, a Trade Facilities Act is con- 
templated, it would seem just and expedient 
that agriculture should not be excluded from 
its scope. It is alleged that traders, and even 
the farmers’ own trading societies, have suf- 
fered from the tendency of the farmer, alwavs 
rife and during recent trying vears grown 
abnormal, to defer payments to the latest pos- 
sible date. <A lack of credit facilities fosters 
this habit. A provision to bring them wthin 
his reach shenld check and diminish it. If 
traders, themselves hard hit by procrastinat- 
ing debtors, some of whom are farmers. need 
the help of the State to enable them to find 
their feet again. farmers who have never been 
properly capitalised, need it no less. 

Credit Facilities. 

It would not, however, be in the interests 
cither of society, or of the farming industry 
ir even, ultimately, of the individual farmer, 
that credit facilities should be available with- 
out such inquiries and safeguards as will make 
borrowing an economic—as distinct from an 
unthrifty—act. We think of anv credit 
scheme, whether under the Trade Facilities 
Act or separately legislated for, as part of a 
whole policy. Another aspect of such a policy 
would concern itself with the purpose to 
which loans for farming objects should be ap- 
plied. [his may involve that the farmer 
shall take counsel with his friends, or even 
that the State may increase his facilities 
for so doing. If the State is to help him 
It. must be, we may assume, under conditions 
which may, a: d in normal cases will, “enable 
him to help himself. If his loans are to be 
well applied, he will often want advice. If 
it is on a technical question he has the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to consult. 

[f it is on a business problem, he has the 
Irish Agricultural Organisation Society. If 
it is on a question covered by the wide pro- 
gramme of the Farmers’ Unions, he has their 
experience to draw upon. We do not exhaust 
the list of his friends in naming these. but— 
and this is a point to which we think a well 
conceived agricultural policy might well work 
up—we believe it would simplify this problem 
of eredit if some synthetic plan could be 
devised which placed the combined experience 
and knowledge of these bodies at the service 
of the nation. Each has its own functions, 
and can render its own specific aids to agri- 
culture—and probably best in proportion, as 
it works autonomously and intensively within 
its own field. But we think we observe a 
growing tendency towards co-ordination, 
which, we believe may lead to excellent re- 
sults. Supported by and supporting the State 
—we refer, of course, to moral support in this 
connection—might not these bodies, with, 
perhaps, the Agricultural Council of the 
R.D.S. added, do for the Free State a service 
similar to that which the Council of Agricul- 
ture for England is trying to do? The two 
matters—new credit for facilities for farmers, 
and a correlation of the various agencies 
which work in his interests—if not precisely 
the same things, are not, we think, severely 
separable. We would like to see some such 
development. as would lessen the isolation of 
the farmer as a business man, and enable the 
banks or some credit institution to consider 
his professional needs, and provide for them.

FINE COTTON SPINNERS.

A CONFIDENT OUTLOOK. 


At the annual meeting, in Manchester yes- 
terday, Mr. Herbert Lee, presiding, said that 
: successful year's trading had been achieved 

the Fine Spinners, in face of the fact 
‘at throughout the past year the cotton 
trade generally. had not been, doing well, SAN 
sections had been losin~ money heavily. 
was only fair to the directors and managers of 
less fortunate concerns that he should 
emphasise the fact that the great section of 
the cotton. textile industry which spins 
American staple had had to face a condition 
of trade which the most hard-working execu- 
tive could not meet with success. However, 
he was glad to believe even su 
medium yarn spinners were already 
experiencing some improvement. Con- 
ditiong changed quickly, and possibly some 
time in the future the fine Egyptian staple 
spinners would be lookine with mild envy 
at the profits then being made by the heavier 
yarn spinners. 

Fortunately, the present Association had 
benefited from an easy financial position, and 
from raw material bought well generally, 
while their mill managers had shown great 
energy in forecasting changes in fashion and 
taste. That Association’s yarfs were used to 
make the finest and most beautiful fabrics. 
In this section of cotton textiles manufacturers 
and finishers had probably made greater 
strides in the improvement of fabrics than 
those using any other staple. Further, the 
Association's mills were now most modernly 
equipped to meet any increase upon their 
current demand, which increase. must coms 
ultimately, because the world’s existent stocks 
of textiles were very moderate. During the 
we year they expended nearly £123,000 upon 

airs out of profit and loss, besides about 

5,000 upon renewals, an increase of some 
£80,000, also they had expended nearly 
£50,000 upon new work, an increase 
of about £16,000 because they found 
the cost of building and machinery, 
though still high, had cheapened and 
was now more stable. Referring to the pre- 
sent year’s increase of about £95,000 in 
trading profits, there would have been a small 
reduction but for bringing in from profit and 
loss accourit £100,000 from the sum recovered 
for final adjustment of Excess Profits duty. 
Their Mississippi plantations had not done so 
well in the past season owing to excessive 
rains, but current reports were more favour- 
able, while he had nothing but good to report 
of their French mills. (Applause. ) They had 
all made more than the average pre-war 
profits, while prospects continued good. Re- 
specting the trade outlook, it was impossible

NURSES IN FREE STATE. 


COMPLAINT AS TO PAY AND 


WORKING CONDITIONS. 


Miss K. N. Price, Secretary of the Irish 
Nurses’ and Midwives’ Union, states that 
many trained nurses are leaving the Irish 
Free State owing to the 'miserable ' salaries 
paid here and the “arduous and cruel condi- 
tions’ of work. In England they are offered 
full board and apartments, fuel, light, 
laundry, and uniform allowance, with salaries 
ranging from £60 to £80 a year. In the Free 


nurses could not well be more discouraging. 

Not only have many County Hospitals and 
Homés cut down the week! ration allowartive 
to 10s.. 6d., but the eighty-four hour week for 
night duty and the seventy-five hour week for 

day duty are almost universal. The latest 
Government regulations lay down that nurses 
at public institutions must come on duty at 
7 a.m., and remain on duty until 9 p.m.—a 
fourteen hour day. 

Salaries are offered which would be scorned 
by domestic servants, although nursing is a 
skilled profession, to enter which, a girl must 
pay a large fee, and qualify to pass several 
difficult examinations. Casit ‘salaries in the 
Free State now seldom. exceed £30 a year—or 
about 10s. a week, om which to provide the 
necessaries. of life. 

“Why,” asks Miss Price, “ should our girls 
stay here to slave and starve for a Loca! 
Government Department which seems only to 
care ‘for economy, no matter at what cost of 
efficiency ?.’’

Dominions and. Treaties. 


The British Government has issued a 
White Paper which deals with the attitude 
of the Dominion of Canada to the Lausanne 
Treaty, and is of much interest to the 
people of the Irish Free State. Our 
readers will remember that when the 
original Peace Conference was opened in 
Pari: in January, 1919, all His Majesty's 
Dominions were invited to send pleni- 
potentiaries for the negotiation of peace 
with the Central Powers. -The Treaties 
of Versailles, Neuilly, St. Germain, 
Trianon and Sévres were signed by the 
representatives of the Dominions, includ- 
ing Canada, ag direct emissaries of the 


the same effect in internationa] law as 
those of Mr. Lloyd George and the other 
British Ministers who helped to negotiate 
the instrument. The Treaty of Sévres did 
not endure, and the whole question of 
peace with the Turks was re-opened, At 
the end of 1922 four years after the 
Armistice, negotiations were begun at 
Lausanne, and, by agreement between 
the Governments of Britain, France and 
Italy, only two representatives were sent 
by every interested Power. None of the 
Dominions was invited to send a special 
envoy. _ All the Dominion Governments, 
however, including that of the Irish Free 
State, were kept informed of the progress 
of the long-drawn-out negotiations at 
Lausanne. When the treaty with the 
Turks was signed at last, the Dominion 
Governments were invited to ratify it with 
the Imperial Government; but, so far, 
neith:r Canada nor the Free State has 
accepted this invitation, - 

The Canadian Government is quite frank 
about its attitude. It argues that, as it 
did not participate in the negotiations 
with the Turks either directly or indirectly, 
it cannot see its way to recommend the 
treaty to the Canadian Parliament. — In 
order to make matters easy for Great. 
Britain, however, Canada “ will not take 
exception to such course as His Majesty's 
Government deems it advisable to recom- 
mend.” In plain English, Canada refuses 
to ratify the treaty. She will not raise 
any objections to its acceptance by Great 
Britain or by the other Dominions ; but, 
merely because a Canadian did not sign 
the instrument at Lausanne, the Govern- 
ment at Ottawa declares that it has no 
interest therein. Of course, Canada has 
every right to take this attitude, and, if 
the Treaty of Lausanne were likely in the 
slightest’ degree to affect Canadian in- 
terests, nobody could take exception to the 
course which she has seen fit to adopt. 
As it happens, however, the Treaty cannot 


way. In her capacity as a Dominion of 
the Crown, on. the other hand, she is more 
or less bound by it, since the King made 
peace with the Turks as much on Canada’s 
behalf as on behalf of any other part of 
his Empire. The refusal of the Canadian 
Government to ratify the treaty raises the 
enormously important problem of the 
British Empire's foreign relations in an 


war, can this or that Dominion remain at 
peace; or if, as in the present case, the 
Empise makes peace with its enemies, can 


| interest in the matter. While two of the 
King’s Dominions withhold ratification of 
the treaty it cannot be implemented 
properly, and, if the present attitude of 
Canada and the Free State is to be 
taken as a precedent, Imperial. negotia- 
tiations in the future will. become. ex- 
State may have separate representatives 
at Washington; but they cannot afford 
to have their own Ministers in every 
capital on earth, and it will be essential 
from time to time that Imperial treaties 
Majesty’s Ambassadors in their Imperial 
capacities. All diplomatic conversations 
would become impossible if the principle 
of collective bargaining did not apply to 
Imperial affairs; and the British Empire 
would cease to have any practical value if 
it could not speak with a united voice in 
its dealings with the other nations of the 
world. Neither Canada nor the Free State 
can complain that her views were ignored 
by the British Government in regard to 
the Lausanne Treaty. At any time during 
the long negotiations either of them could 
have objected to any of the treaty’s 
clauses in the knowledge that the objection 
would have been considered with the 
greatest care. Refusal now to ratify the 
treaty serves merely to emburrass the Im- 
perial Government and to weaken its posi- 
tion in regard to any future treaties which 


it may wish to conclude,

British Farming. 


The British Agricultura] Tribunal, con- 
sisting of Professor W. G. S. Adams— 
whose work is well known in. this 
country—Sir William Ashley and Pro- 
fessor D. H. MacGregor, has issued its 
final report. The Tribunal’s duty was to 
advise upon the best methods of increasing 
the prosperity of. agriculture in Great 
Britain, and securing the fullest use of 
the land for food production and employ- 
ment of labour, at a living wage, by study- 
ing the methods that have been adopted 
in other countries during the last fifty 
years. The final report is divided into 
two. sections; Professor Adams and Sir 
William Ashley are responsible for one 
and Professor MacGregor for the other. 
The two reports, though representing 
different points of view, supplement. each 
other on certain aspects of the case. A 
contrast is shown between Great Britain 
and other countries in respect to the pro- 
duction of. cereal crops and roots. Else- 
where there has been a tendency to in- 
crease the area of arable land, but in 
Great Britain the decline has been 
marked. Tabulated returns issued last 
year by the Ministry of Agriculture 
showed a decrease of 458,000 acres in the 
area devoted to the production of the 
three chief cereals. The extent of land 
uséd for the cultivation of wheat was the 
lowest since 1915. and the barley area was 
the lowest on record with the exception of 
1915. The Tribunal is of opinion that the 
wages of agricultural labourers should be 
increased and that better housing condi- 
tions must be provided if the rura] migra- 
tion to the towns and overseas is to be 
checked. It recommends that district 
wages boards shall be formed and that 
th» possibility of special grants to improve 
the housing conditions of agricultural 
labourers shall be considered. The report 
poi: out that British agriculture is 
sadly backward in the matter of co- 
operation, and urges the Government to 
devote funds to propaganda on this subject. 
Ths backwardness is due in some respects 
to the absence of an export trade in agri- 
cultural produca,. and in part to the want 
of enthusiasm and a clear policy in official 
quarters. The report deals also with ques- 
tions of insurance and organisation and 
with experiments in arable stock-farming. 
Professor MacGregor’s report lays par- 
ticular stress on the necessity for increased 
production from the point of view of 
national defence, on which ground alone 
he considers that adequate expenditure to 
revirs the industry can be justified. The 
Minister for Agriculture already has 
taken a step in the direction suggested 
by the Tribunal; for he has appointed a 
standing committee to advise upon the 
administration of any public moneys that 
may be made available for the assistance 
of agricultural co-operation or credit, 


Motorists’ Grievances. 


The increasing popularity of motoring 
in Ireland is reflected in the growth of 
the Royal Irish Automobile Club, which 
enrolled 151 new members during the past 
year. The voice of a.community which 
represents so much of the nation’s wealth 
and is taxed so heavily for the upkeep of 
the roads ought to have some weight in 
public affairs; and we hope that Club’s 
complaints and’ recommendations in its 
annual report will be considered carefully 
by the Free State Government. We 
believe that, if the Government will take 
th» Club’s Committee into counsel on its 
schemes of road improvement, much fruit- 
less expenditure may be avoided, and not 
only motorists, but all national interests, 
including industry and agriculture, will 
be gainers. In view of the revival of 
tourist traffic the report urges the need 
of an efficient system of danger-posts and 
direction-posts. Hitherto the Club and 
similar bodies have erected such posts at 
their own expense; but the demand is 
now made—as we think, a wholly reason- 
able demand—that the responsibility shall 
be transferred to the local authorities as 
one of the conditions of grants from the 
Road Fund, which is derived in part from 
motor taxation. We agree too, with the 
Club's protest against the refusal of the 
police authorities in Dublin to discriminate 
between fast driving and dangerous driving. 
A pace of twenty-five miles an hour may 
be perfectly safe on the Stillorgan road, 
while a pace of five miles an hour may 
be very dangerous in Grafton street. The 
system of police traps for. technical 
breaches of the legal limit may secure im- 
posing batches of convictions ; but it is very 
unjust to many careful drivers. A reform 
is over-due which will make some proof 
of danger a condition precedent to con- 
viction, and at the same time will estab- 
lish new safeguards against the real 
offence of driving to the public peril. 
The number of street accidents in Dublin 
furnishes clear proof of a widely spread 
habit of reckless driving, and it is on 


wit} ut any sort of preparation, he de- 
pended justly on the whole-hearted help 
of th» Royal Air Force in the Middle and 
Far East.

It the offer is accepted, the 
British prospects of success will be much 
improved ; .and, whether it is accepted or 
declined, a new link of esteem and friend- 
ship will have been formed between the 
Air Services of Great Britain and the 
United States. This is not all; for 
Eastern courtesy has come to the help 
of Lieutenant Pelletier d’Oisy, whose 
machine was smashed on the golf course 
at Shanghai. The Tuchuns, or inde 
pendont military governors, of China have 
unsavoury reputations, but in manners, 
at any rate, they have nothing to learn 
from the West. Lu Yung-hsiang, Tuchun 
of Chekiang, has lent a Breguet aeroplane 
to. Lieutenant d’Oisy, and on this m=:hine 
the intrepid Frenchman will continue his 
journey to Japan, via Peking and Mukden, 
“East is East and West is West,” but 
the gallantry of the air is bringing them 
swiftly together'in more senses than one.

Dill brought to Oxford a learning beyond 
his years and an intense intellectual keenness, 
and appreciation of its wonderful oppor- 
tunities. When he resigned his Mam, of 
Corpus Christi College in 1877 to become gh 
master of the Manchester Grammar School, he 
brought from the University a character and 
temper of mind which seemed to many of his 
friends and pupils to typify and enshrine the 
depth and ‘grace of classical culture. 
would wish, perhaps, best of all to be re- 
membered as a teacher. As he said himself 
in his last address to his students at Queen s 
University : “To study the life and literature 
of the most gifted in hi in. the 
company of men who took the work seriously 
and desired to have their minds by 
that exquisite literary form and lofty thought, 
a ram cheered Km Cho ros their hres 4 

y their good-wi ' sympathy, : 
surely ‘an enviable lot, and it has been mine 
-_— you.”’ For ten years at Manchester 
and for thirty-three years at Belfast he 
lectured and taught. Many of his pupils— 
and, perhaps, among them it is not invidious 
to mention the late Lord Chancellor of 
England, Sir Gordon Hewart, Sir D. Plunkett 
Barton and Dr. Warde Fowler—achieved 
eminence, while among them all was felt in 
his lecture room the sense of a high and in- 
spring presence, a timbre of voice, a 
of phrase consonant with the Hellenic ideals 
which he interpreted. 

While actively in the University his teach- 
ing was in the main of the “glory that was 
Greece,’’ the occupation of his studious hours 
was more often with the splendour and 
dignity of imperial Rome. In this field he 
achieved a master’s place. His two books on 
Roman Society, the first treating of that event- 
ful age from Nero to the Antonines, and the 
second of the declining greatness of the 
Western Empire in the fourth century, placed 
him at once among the foremost classical 
scholars. He brought to the greatness of his 
theme a patient research, a broad and balanced 
judgment, and a style of polished and splendid 
dignity which have given his works a touch 
of classical permanence and made them appear 
almost a Ktema es ae to our scholarship. 

The penetrated and inspired his views 
of the present. In the spirit of Greek citizen- 
ship, as though inspired by his loved “ Re- 
public ' and “ Politics,” he did not retire into 
the shades of Academe from the burden and 
heat of civic duties. He was long a member 
and finally Chairman of the Irish Intermediate 
Board of Education. He presided in 1913, at 
much cost of time and labour, over a Vice- 
regal Commission on primary education, and 
he had, as a member of the Belfast University 
Commission, a great share in shaping the con- 
stitution of the old Queen’s College for’ its 
wider sphere of independence. Apart from 
these greater tasks, hig continuous service on 
various university and school boards and 
committees, while it cost him, indeed, time 
and anxiety which some of his friends and 
admirers felt might have been better spent, 
was a manifestation of a character which led 
him to shirk no public duty, an inseparable 
part of, his theory of life.. 

If happiness indeed consist, as Aristotle 
teaches, in the activity of the spirit in 
accordance with excellence of virtue in a life 
complete, then, indeed, Sir siggy ht hi

FRENCH SEASON AT THE NEW 
OXFORD.

SAFEGUARDING THE RATE- 
PAYERS’ INTERESTS. 

The Speake: took the chair at 3.15 o'clock, 

Mr. P. 8. Doyle (Dublin) asked the Minister 
for Local Government if the Order dissolving 
the Dublin Corporation and appointing three 
Commissioners to take charge of the muni- 
cipal affairs was a permanent arrangement, 
and if it was the intention of the Government 
to deprive the citizens of Dublin of their 
ancient right of electing their own public re- 
presentatives at the forthcoming elections. 

The Minister for Finance, who replied for 
Mr. Burke, said that the dissolution of the 
Dublin Corporation was not. a rmanent 
arrangement. It was not intended that the 
citizens of Dublin should be deprived of any 
of their legal rights. On the contrary, he 
was considering in what way the rights of the 
citizens could be most effectively safeguarded, 
and by what method their views might most 
effectively prevail in the administration of the 

city. i 

The Civic Guard Bill was passed through 
all its stages and the Civic Guard (Acquisi- 
tion of Premises) Bill through its fifth stage. 

The House took up the consideration of the 
Senate’s amendments to the Old Age Pensions 
Bill, which the Minister for Finance proposed 
that the House agree to. The first proposed 
June 20th, instead of May 2nd, as the date 
for the coming into operation of the “cut” 
of a shilling. 

Mr. Johnson proposed as an amendment 
that this date be altered to October 22nd, to 
give “a breathing space to stave off a 
certain amount of undesirable State-imposed 
poverty.” 

This amendment was defeated by 26 to 17. 

The Senate’s amendments were approved. 

The Road Fund (Advances) Bill, 1924, 
passed the Committee stage, and the fourth 
stave was fixed for Friday. A resolution was 
come authorising advances from the Central 
‘und to the Road Fund. 

RAILWAYS BILL. 


The Committee’ stage of the Railways Bill 
was rosumed. 

Mr. John Good moved the insertion in 
Section 230, after line 49, of the following. as 
the first clause of the proviso :—' (1) Any 
such company may from time to time make 
such reductions as it may deem expedient 
without application to the Railway Tribunal.”’ 

Mr. MeGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that the amendment dealt 
with non-amalgamated companies. Section 30, 
as drafted, provided a natural balance to 
Section 29. If that amendment were adopted, 
it would givé-a power to non-amalgamated 
companies which bad been refused to the 
amalgamated undertaking. 

_ Mr. Good asked if companies wishing to 
make a reduction in rates were not to be 
~ pllowed to do so. . 

Mr. McGilligan said that all they desired 
was that all reductions should be 
submitted to the tribunal. They wanted 
to prevent undue reduction of rates 

for the purpose of diverting traffic. The ob- 
ject of the amendment was to do away with 
application to the tribunal. 

Mr. Good said that the rejection of the 
amendment would mean that non-amalga- 
mated companies were not free to make a 
general reduction of rates in favour of the 
community. The effect would be to keep 
up the rates under the amalgamated com- 
panies. To his mind there was no real objec- 
tion to that clause when they were exclud- 
ing special and through rates. 

Mr. McGilligan said that it was vital that 
the railway tribunal should be a party to 
any arrangements concerning the modification 
of the rates. . 

Mr. Good ¢éaid that the railway tribunal 
was not a freé Agent. In any reconstruction 
of rates it must have regard to the -obliga- 
tion of the standard income. The non-amal- 
gs companies shovld be given.a free 

and to make reductions in rates. 

Mr. McKenna said that but for the amal- 
"ya asc scheme, the Midland Great Western 

ailway Company would have reduced their 
rates in order to meet the competition of 
the Great Northern. The present state of 
affairs was very detrimental to the live stock 
industry. 

Mr. McGilligan said that there was no 
intention whatsoever of preventing the opera- 
tion of ordinary competitive rates. 

Mr. Good asked if a non-associated com- 
pany. desired a reduction in rates of 12 per 
cent., and the tribunal did not approve of 
it, what would be the position of the com- 
mercial community. 

Mr. McKenna aaid that one of the rea- 
sons why he and members of the Farmers’ 
Party had given any. “sí AE! to the bill was 
the hope that it would lead to early reduc- 
tens of rates. That hope ppeared to be 
vain, unless the Minister would accept the 
amendment. 

The Minister replied that it was provided 
in the bill that there should be a preliminary 
revision of the rates and charges by the 
tribunal, and it was confidently expected 
that that would produce a considerable re- 
duction of rates within a short time after the 
setting up of the tribunal. 

The amendment was lost, the voting on 
division being 15 for and 24 against. 

The Minister accepted an amendment by 
Mr. Good substituting for the words “‘ whom 
they consider entitled to be ” the words “ m- 
terested and who are desirous of being ”— 
represented before the tribunal. 

The Section as amended was ordered to 
stand part of the bill. 

CHANGES APPLY ALL ROUND. 


On Section 35, which deals with the terms 
and conditions of carriage, Mr. Johnson sug- 
gested that all changes made should apply 
to every company.

In the Northern House of Commons yester 

day, Mr. Thompson Donald moved a resolu- 
tion as follows :— !

The Belfast Harbour Board and 
Belfast Water Board were now employing the 
requisite 5 per cent. of disabled ex-Service 
men to ui, them to be on the King's Roll 
of Honour, He appealed to. employers of 
labour to employ more disabled ex-Service 


men. 

Major Shillington said that it was now 
naacly six years since the armistice, and in the 
Northern area there were between eleven and 
twelve hundred disabled ex-Service men on the 
unemployed register. He calculated that the 
actual amount was BÓ per cent. higher, for 
men came off the register when the benefit

AGRICULTURE IN 
BRITAIN. 


REMARKABLE DECLINE 


The British Agricultural Tribunal, consist- 
ing of Professor Ww. G. 8. Adams, Sir William 
Ashley, and Professor D. H. MacGregor, with 
Mr. C. S. Orwin as agricultural assessor and 
Mr. D. B. Toyes as secretary, has now issued 
its final report. The terms of reference to 
the Tribuna! were as follows :— 

“To inquire into the methods: which have 
been adopted in other countries during the 
last fifty years to increase the prosperity of 
agriculture and to seture the fullest possible 
use of the land for the uction of food 
and the employment of labour at a living 
wage, and ‘to advise as to the methods by 
which those results can be achieved in this 
country.” 

“FIFTY YEARS OF FARMING. 

In comparing British with foreign agricul- 
ture the re of Professor Adams and Sir 
William Ashley draws attention to the re- 
markable decline which has taken place in the 
country in the last fifty years in cereal crops 
and in roots. In foreign countries there has 
been, on the whole, an increase in the arable 
areas; at least it has been maintained. 

With regard to employment. in agriculture, 
there has been a relative decline in agri- 
cultural employment in all countries, and in 
Great Britain the absolute decline has been 
greater than in other European countries. The 
wages of agricultural labour in Great Britain 
were before the war, and still are, higher 
than in most European countries.. 

The mietfibers of tle tribunal do not con- 
sider, however, that the better position of 
the agricultura! worker in this country is any 
argume pte gs the . .re-establishment of 
Wages s; in fact, they state that it is 
only by increasing the wages of 
labourers and improving their housing condi- 
tions that it will be possible to stop the rural 
migration, whether to the towns or to the 
Colonies. They, therefore, recommend that 
District Wages Committees should be insti- 
tuted on the lines recommended Tr the first 
interim report, and that consideration should 
bo given to the possibility of making special 
grants in aid of the housing of agricultural 
workers. ' 


CO-OPERATIVE MOVEMENT. 

A striking fact is the universality of the 
co-operation movement and its phenomenal 
growth within a comparatively rt period 
of time. The general characteristic of the 
movement is that there has been in its origin 
and retained throughout. its growth an 
idealism which has given to it more than an 
economic impalse. “Further, the movement 
has been essentially in its origin a voluntary 
or self-help movement. ‘‘ Nothing stands out 
more: markedly in a comparison of British 
and foreign agriculture than the backward-. 
ness of co-operation in this country.” The 
report recommends that the Government 
should continue to provide funds for propa- 
ganda in aid of co-operation. 

With respect to credit, it is recommended 
that Farm Boards should be established. 
enjoying defined autonomy up to prescribed 
financial limits, and that these Boards should 
be the authority responsible for assistance to 
co tive societies within their district. 

e report of Pref or. MacGregor observes 

that there is no ground for depreciation of 
British agriculture as a whole, in view 
especially of the great development. of the 
country’s manufactures. British agriculture 
does not. suffer by an mternational comparison 
of existing efficiencies with respect. to either (a) 
the actual produce of the soil, or (b) the level 
of wages paid. e fundamental difference 
between British and foreign agriculture is not 
the efficiency, but the size of this industry 
in relation to all industries. Lines of agri- 
cultural pany which might be pursued are 
thus indicated.

HISSES, CHEERS, AND

IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Ovrn Own CORRESPONDENT. 


BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Following the resignation of the Govern 
ment last night, the new Reichstag met this 
afternoon. Scenes of an unusually tumultuous 
nature occurred. Fearing Communist out- 
breaks, the House was occupied by hundreds 
of armed police. 

The noisy Nationalists cheered Ludendorff 
and Tirpitz—each wearing a frock coat—and 
Prinoe Bismarck, a nephew of the Iron Chan- 
cellor, as they entered the building. 

The roll call produced an: uproar, the 
Communist Deputies numbering io violently 
hissing when the names of Ludendorff and 
Tirpitz were called by the President, who 
occupied his position to-day as “ Father’’ of 
the House. 

The Extreme “Junkers, members of the 
National Freedom Party, of which Laden- 
dorff is the shining light, raised counter. 
cheers to the Communist hisses Ladendorff 
and Tirpitz took scanty notice of either of their 
moisy opponents or the enthusiastic sup- 
porters. | 
_ The fact that five of their members are in 
jail provoked angry protests from the Com- 
munists, which the aged President quite 
failed to quell. The House was not impressed 
on the point, so the Communists sang ‘‘ The 
International,” their gallery friends joining 


in. 

The infuriated Junkers thereu sang : 
*‘Deutshcheland Ueber Alles,” and the uproar 
in the House and the public galleries was so 
great that the President put on his silk hat 
and left the chair, and the House was auto- 
matically adjourned. 

Angry altercations in the lobbies between 
Junkers. and Communists followed. 

The confusion in the Reichstag was merely 
the expression of the country’s neral 
political chaos. In spite of the firct that the 
country wants-a quiet time, and, as the elec- 
tion showed, favours acceptance of the Dawes 
report, the Middle Parties—the Centre, 
People’s Party and Democrats—have allowed 
themselves to be terrorised hy 
Nationalists, who number little more than a 
fifth of the total membership of the Reich- 
stag. 

The resignation of the Marx Government is 
due to the pressure of the Nationalists, who 
still want a Cabinet with Tirpits as Chan- 
cellor. 

To-day Herr Ebert received the various 
party leaders, and, after hearing their views, 
requested Dr. Marx once more to try and 
form a Cabinet. | 

An interview during the forenoon hetween 
the President and Dr. Hergt, the leader of 
the Nationalists, was particularly instructive. 
Herr Ebert put the three following questions : 

Are the Nationalists ready to defend the 
Republic? 

Are they prepared to govern by Parlia- 
mentary methods? 

Do they accept the Dawes report? 

To each question the Nationalist leader re- 
turned an evasive and wriggling answer.

ITS URGENT TASK. 


The acceptance by Herr Marx of President 
Ebert's commission to form a new Govern- 
ment within twenty-four hours of his resigna- 
tion is the most striking news from Berlin, 
remarks TÁe J'imes editorially. Not much is 
to be gathered from the first sitting of the 
new Reichstag as to how it will meet the 
formidable and urgent task which confronts 
it. No more momentous duty was ever laid 
upon a Legislature than the duty which fate 
and circumstence and the faults of its pre- 
decessors impoes upon the second Parliament 
of the German Republic in the opening days 
of its life. | 

With the cordial approbation of the United 
States, the Allies have tendered her the 
Dawes Report. The new Reichstag has to 
accept it or to reject it, and to take the con- 
sequences of rejection. Intelligent Germans 
of all parties know what these must be. The 
collapse of the rentenmark, the loss of all bope 
of a loan or of foreign credits, the «complete 
estrangement of sympathy, and the hank- 
ruptcy of the German State are among them. 
They are unmistekable, inevitable, and im- 
minent. There is one way to avert them, and 
there is only one way. The immediate and 
sincere acceptance of the report would at once 
dispel the most formidable of the dangers. 
which threaten the German State and German 
society, and would were the path towards 
gradual recovery. It is as clear and obvious 
that’ are the results of rejection. But the ac- 
ceptance would have to be an honest and 
sincere acceptance of the whole report as *t 
stands.

A NEW “ DEATH RAY.” 


A Correspondent, writing in The Times, 
says :—Nows has leaked out from inner Com- 
munist circles in Moscow that behind 
Trotsky’s recent warlike utterances lies an 
electro-magnetic invention by a Russian en- 
gineer, named Grammachikoff, for destroying 
aeroplanes. Experiments, it is stated, began 
last August, and the apparatus has since 
been improved, with the aid of German tech- 
nical expert It was recently tested on a 
large scale at the Podosinsky Aerodrome, 
near Moscow, and the results were so satis- 
factory that the Revolution Army 
Military Council and the Political 
Bureau decided to place credits im 
the hands of a _ special Committee 
for the rapid construction of enough anti- 
aircraft stations to protect the most vulnerable 
of the vital centres ef Russia. Similar, but 
more powerful, stations are, it is understood, 
being constructed for the purpose of putting 
the electrical mechanism on board hostile war- 
ships out of action. 

According to the same report, these develop- 
ments explain why Rosenholtz, the Com- 
mander of the Soviet Air Service, proposed at 
a conference on March 26th to curtail the 
activity of the Air Fleet League, because the 
invention is considered to have rendered a 
large air fleet unnecessary for purposes ol 
defence. ~ 


THE CHURCH’S PROBLEM. 


FEWER CANDIDATES FOR 
HOLY: ORDERS. 


Speaking at a parochial meeting in 
Monaghan on Monday night, Dr. Mac- 
Manaway, Bishop of Clogher, spoke of the 
serious and growing shortage of clergymen in 
the Church of Ireland. This shortage he 
attributed to the wave of indifference to reli- 
gious matters that had set in all over Europe, 
to the spirit of commercialism that was 
rampant, and the consequent refusal of 
parents to have their children trained for the 
ministry because the professions offered more 
lucrative openings. 

The Bishop said that at the present time 
five parishes in the Diocese of Clogher were 
vacant, and there was not a single suitable 
man in view for any of them. Two of 
these incumbencies had an income of £400 
a year and a free house. They could not get 
rectors because they were not getting curates. 
They were not getting them in England or on 
the Continent.. 

In his University days there were 150 men 
in Trinity College, Dublin, preparing for the 
ministry ; to-day there were 20. In England 
during the last ten years the average number 
of clergymen who gave up active work was 
between 700 and 800 a year. If the work was 
to be carried on adequately, a corresponding 
number should enter the Church, but the 
average for the last three years had been 
only 207. If this state of things continued 
the work of the Church would eventually come 
| to a stop. If laymen did not encourage and 
áasist their sons to enter the ministry the 
case was hopeless. 

Dealing with the improved financial posi- 
tion of the clergy in the Church of Ireland 
during the last twenty years, the Bishop said 
that in 1901 there were nine rectors in the 
Diocese of Clogher, and not one of them had 
an income of more than £120 a year. To 
day there was not a parish in the diocese 
that had not a cash income of at least £255, 
and, through the generosity of the 

rishioners, they had twenty parishes which

The report of the sworn inquiry, conducted 
by Mr. Nicholas O'Dwyer, B.E., “into the 
performance of their duties by the Dublin 
Corporation,” is now available.

The annual report of the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile | lub for 1923 shows that during the 
year 151 new members were elected, making 
a total of 1,500 members and associates.

SIGNPOSTS., 


A matter of vital importance, if the country 
was to be the tourist resort which it ought 
and used to be, was the efficient danger and 
direction signposting of the roads. The Com- 
mittee thought that the Government should 
now. when making grants to local authorities 
out of the Road Bund. which was derived in 
part from motor taxation. make it a condition 
that. efficient direction posts and mile posts 
should be erec:. 1. 

lhe Committee wished to record their satis- 
faction at the evident desire of the authorities 
to improve the regulation of traffic in Dublin. 
The experiment whereby the traffic was only 
allowed to proceed in one direction during 
certain hours of the day in Grafton street 
was a great convenience to motorists and to 
the public generally, Since the regulation 
was withdrawn it was not possible for a 
person transacting business there to leave a 
car outside a shop. 

The Committee passed a resolution urging 
en the Government the necessity for a 
regulation making it compulsory for drivers 
of motor lorries and covered vans to be pro- 
vided with a reflecting mirror. A few com- 
plaints of dangerous driving were received, 
and the persons complained of were com- 
municated with. The Committee desired it to be 
known that any complaint of dangerous driving 
made to them would be carefully investiga 


POLICE TRAPS. 


Taring the year a large number of members 
had been defended by the club solicitor in 
Police Court. prosecutions, and counsel’s 
opinion had been taken on several occasions. 
Prosecutions for exceeding the speed limit 
were practically non-existent, unless in places 
of danger, to which places no one could 
object. Dublin appeared to be one of the 
few ex eptions. 

The report proceeds :—‘‘It is true that it 
is still an offence to drive at more than 20 
m.p.h., but during latter years with improved 
control of cars, and the large increase in their 
use, and the fact that the public have be- 
come more or less accustome to them. some 
proof of danger is almost universally considered 
a condition precedent to a conviction, and, 
in consequence, traps are only set in places 
of acknowledged danger. It is to be ome 
that the practice of placing traps where no 
danger exists with the sole object of obtaining 
convictions will be discontinued, and in the 
meantime motorists must only take particular 
care, and your Committee will watch their 
interests and will take such action as may be 
desirable from time to time.” 

With the institution of the Customs barrier 
on April Ist, 1923, betwéen the Free State 
and Northern Ireland, it became necessary to 
take steps: to institute the system of triptyques, 
or Customs passes, to enable motorists to 
cross the border with as little inconvenience 
as possible. The Revenue Commissioners of 
the Free State were approachéd, ezrrangements 
were nade, and little or no inconvenience was 
caused to the motoring public. 

Owing to certain difficulties it was found 
impracticable to organise the International 
Motor Race in Phenix Park, Dublin, this 
year, but it was hoped that the difficulties 
would be overcome and that the event may 
take place here during the summer of 1925. 


DOUBLE TAXATION, 


SUGGESTIONS FOR RELIEF. 

Mr. Graham. answering Sir W. Davison in 
the House of Commons yesterday, said that 
the existence of double taxation was an 
mevitable result of the establishment of the 
Imsh Free State as a separate Dominion. The 
system of relief in force was based on recom- 
mendations of the Royal Commission on the 
income tax, made for the Empire as a whole, 
miter an exhaustive examination of the 
problem. The practical difficulties of the 
system, which were considerable, were, at 
the moment, much magnified by the temporary 
mexperience of taxpayers as to its working, 
and the difficulties would certainly decrease. 
The development of the matter was bein 
earefiNly watched. He thought that it would 
be premature to adopt the hon. member’s 
suggestion—that Section 27 of the Finance 
Act, 1920, should be amended. 

Sir W. Davison asked if Mr. Graham would 
pot himself in communication with the 
Income Tax Payers’ Association, when he 
would find a large number of complaints of 
the terrible delajvs which occurred in the 
recovery of over-paid income tax. 

Mr. Graham said that representations had 
been made on that point, but it was a little 
difficult at the moment to modify a clause 
erobodied, after great deliberation, im the 
Act of 1920. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Howard-Bury asked the

ANCHOR LINE AND THE 
MOVILLE CALL.

The United States quota Jimitation is having 
as an effect an increase in the flow o 


emigrants to Canada. The steamship com- 
panies are alive to the change. The accommo- 
jation provided for passengers to Canada by 
the Anchor-Donaldson Line was shown to 
Press representatives. and to some Irish 
shipping agents of the company who joined 
the t.s.s. Athenia at Liverpool, and went 
as far as Moville on the vessel’s present trip 
to Quebec and Montreal. At Moville the 
embarkation of a nunrber of Irish emigrants 
was witnessed. 

In accordance with a policy which is now 
becoming genéral in passenger services, the 
Athenia as only two classes of ac: 
commodation. The cabin accommodation, 
while something short of the excessive 
luxury of the first-class saloon provision 
on the great Atlantic liners, is superior 
to the former “second-class” grade, and 
everything required for real comfort en voyage 
is provided. A  tastefully-decorated dining- 
saloon (in which excellent and abundant fare 
is well served),comfortable drawing-rooms, 
lounges, and smokeroom, spacious promenade 
decks, cosy staterooms, and an attractive 
nursery playroom for youngsters, are the lead - 
ing features of the provision for cabin 

sengers. 
ee What is more remarkable, however, is the 
advance in the provision for the third-class 
passengers. The old associations of the 
**steerage’’ have gone, and the third-class 
accommodation on the Athenia shows recogni- 
tion of the fact, as a rule, that the modern 
emigrant from Britain or from Ireland is a 

rson who requires something better than 
the former herding into rough odds. and ends 
of ship-space. It 1s a Jevelling-up practically 
to the standard of the second-class. 

The staterooms, accommodating more than 
a thousand passengers, are of the two-berth 
and four-berth types-smomy, well-ventilated, 
well-fitted, and containing very clean and 
eomfortable-looking berths. The dining- 
saloons are bright, airy rooms—the tables | 
laid with good white cloths and brightened 
with plants—where persons who have come 
from decent homes can enjoy their meals; 
and for the meals liberal and attractive menus 
are the rule. 

In other ways the accommodation has been 
designed and laid out as for people. accus- 
tomed to comfort and cleanliness. ‘The public 
rooms are large and comfortable, and 
include a smoking-room, two general rooms, 
and a lounge hall, all finished in pohshed oak, 
and well furnished with tables and chairs. 

There is a large extent of open and covered 
promenading space; and the guests of the 
Anchor-Donaldson Line on this trip saw the 
third-class passengers happy in their deck- 
games and other recreations under conditions 
far different from those ordinarily connected 
in the mind with the word ‘‘steerage.”’ 
There are third-class promenade decks fore 
and aft. 

Starting from Glasgow, the Anchor- 
Donaldson Line steamers are largely used by 
a ‘good class of Scottish emigrant, joined at 
Liverpool by respectable English people of 
the artisan and clerk grades ; and the en\iron- 
ment in the third-class, taking into account 
accommodation and personnel, ‘s quite 
different from that in the vessels wuere the 
lower-class passengers used to le herdeTYwifh 
the Mediterranean emigrants. 

The advance in that respect was the thing 
most noted by the visitors who had experience 
of two. days of the Athenia on her 
ordinary voyage. This latest addition to the 
Anchor-Donaldson fleet is the finest vessel on 
the run between Glasgow and Canadian ports. 
An oil-burning vessel of the latest type, her 
propelling machinery consists of two sets of 
Brown-Curtiss double reduction geared tur- 
bines, with which is incorporated the ‘‘ Nodal 
Drive,” the latest device to reduce vibration 
and ensure smooth running. 

The guests were informed that the company 
intends to maintain the Moville call, and to 
put into commission next year a new sister- 
ship, named the Letitia, to increase the 
service. The shipping agents. who were 
present told Mr. A. L. Cuming, 0.B.E., 
passenger superintendent, who on this trip 
represented the directors of the Line, that 
from their experience of the Athenia, they 
would be able to speak well of the service to 
inguirers. Representatives of the Canadian 
Emigration Department also expressed 
appreciation of the provision made by the 


company for this traffic.

UNVEILED AT DUBLIN LAW 
* COURTS. 

GOVERNOR-GENERAL 

ATTENDS CEREMONY.

The expressed. by the Lord Chief 
Justice when ag ag 8 war memorial of the 
North-East Bar in Belfast in 1920, that there 
would be erected in the capital of Ireland a 
memorial to all the members of the Irish Bar 
who made the supreme sacrifice, was fulfill 

yesterday when, in the presence of a dis- 
tinguished company, he unveiled such. a 
memorial in the Law Courts, Dublin Castle. 

“The memorial, an artistic mural tablet of 
bronze, on a background of polished Sheep- 
house limestone, is situated in the lobby to 
the right at the head of the grand staircase. 
It is inscribed: ‘‘In memory of the Irish 
barristers who fell’ in the great war, 1914- 
1918,” and under a bronze laurel wreath are 
the names: of those commemorated as 
follows :—Robert. B. Burgess, William M. 
Crozier, Robert H. Cullinan, John H. Edgar, 
Edmond O. Farren, Poole H. Hickman, Ernest 
J. Julian, Cecil 8. Kenny, Thomas M. Kettle,

His Excellency, with the Lord Chief Justice, 
Lord Glenavy, the Master of the Rolls, Mr.

Jnstice Wylie, arrived shortly before _half- 
past four at the ial, where the officials 
of the courts and many members of the Bar 
were already gathered. 


“OUR HONOURED DEAD.” 
Mr Serjeant Hanna, K.C., speaking with 
emotion, then said :—‘‘ Your Excellency, my 
lords, ladies and gentlemen, the memoria! 
which I shall ask Lord Chief Justice of 
Ireland to unveil is in memory of members of 
the Bur of Ireland who fell in the 
European war. They are our honoured 
They were all our comrades in the days of 
old. When the call to battle came they 
leaped to arms, and followed whither duty 
led. They fell untimely in the savage strife. 
4 tears and sorrow the 
bitter cost, we should ever remember with 
ride and praise the splendour of their sacri- 
ce. To their comrades of the Bar, to their 
friends, the memory of all they did and tried 
to do will never fade, and their names shall

The Lord Chief Justice then said —

Bar, ladies and gentlemen, on two previous 
occasions it has Open my privilege to unveil 
memorials to barristers who fell in the Great 
War. In 1919 I unveiled the memorial of the 
North-West Bar in Londonderry, and in 1920

“ The memorial was designed for the Four 
Courts, but the hand of fate intervened and 
left Ireland without its great Temple oí 
Justice and the Bench ied Bar without a 
home. In new surroundings we have now 
erected this tribute of affection and respect to 
our brethren. 

‘You will see inscribed on this memorial 
the names of twenty-five gallant young men 
who, at the call of duty, left all that was near 
and dear to them to fight for truth, for free- 
dom and for justice, and who are now 
numbered amongst the glorious dead. They 
came from the North, the South, the East, 
the West; they knew no barriers of creed or 
class or politics; they fought for a great idéa) 
and they showed a true unity which should 
be a hope and inspiration to us all. You will 
presently see the figures of Justice and Mercy 
in which ,Mr. Oliver Sheppard, with real 
artistic feeling, brings to our mind the two 
great qualities which are typified in the lives 
of t whom we honour to-day. They 
fought for justice, and we may be sure they 
found mercy. 

““I now unveil this memorial in affectionate 
remembrance of out brethren who died in war 
that we might live in peace.
